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Dr. Thompson Resigns as Surgeon-in-Chief 


Dr. T. Campbell Thompson has 
made known his intention to resign 
as Surgeon-in-Chief of the Hospital 
for Special Surgery effective 
February, 1963. He indicated that 
his reason for this deciSion was 
the desire to devote more time to 
teaching and to the practice of 
orthopaedics and that he could 
best do this by surrendering the 
administrative responsibilities 
connected with his position. He 
will continue as Clinical Professor 
of Surgery (Orthopaedics) at 
Cornell University Medical College 
and as Attending Surgeon, Surgeon- 
in-Chief Emeritus at the Hospital 
for Special Surgery. 


During his tenure as Surgeon- 
in-Chief, a period of seven years, 
the hospital together with its 
companion research building has 
become established as an integral part of the New York Hospital - Cornell 
Medical Center. Not only in patient-care, but in teaching and research as 
well, it has provided orthopaedic and rheumatic disease service for the 
Center. One has only to witness the many scientific exhibits and papers 
that have come from the Hospital for Special Surgery during the past seven 
years to realize how faithfully and well it has discharged its responsibility. 
This increase of educational and scientific activity may be attributed in 
great part to the academic freedom and wide dispersal of responsibility that 
Dr. Thompson has encouraged. 
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Dr. Thompson has also brought about a close linkage of the 
hospital with Memorial Hospital to the end that our residents and fellows 
receive a much broader training than formerly in neoplastic and fibrocystic 
diseases of the bone. 


These seven years actually constitute only a small part of 
Tommy's contribution to the hospital's life. He has been a leading member 
of its medical staff ever since 1934. His conduction of the orthopaedic 
conferences where newly admitted cases are discussed, has for years been 
one of the high points in a resident's career. At these times, the post- 
graduate teaching of medicine can be observed in its finest form, and 
"Primum non nocere" rings in the ears of the countless alumni who regard 
Tommy not only as mentor but also as friend. The patient must come first, 
and the treatment be tailored to fit his needs. 


Dr. Thompson's observations on the surgery of poliomyelitis 
have attracted wide notice. There are few indeed who can match his under- 
standing of the reconstruction of the paralyticly deformed foot. His know- 
ledge in this area grew out of an exhaustive study of patients whose feet 
had been subjected to the operation of astragalectomy. For this work, he 
received the degree of Doctor of Medical Science from Columbia University 
in 1936. His contributions to the orthopaedic knowledge of the surgical 
rehabilitation of the paralytic cripple are numerous, but two stand out 
particularly because of their originality. The first of these has been 
widely accepted as one of the most successful types of tendon transfers in 
the hand to replace lost opposition function and the second is an ingenious 
but more controversial method of muscle transplantation for abductor paraly~- 
Sis of the hip. 


Dr. Thompson has made original observations in other orthopaedic 
fields. Some of these, such as the analysis of the causes and methods of 
alleviation of pain in arthritic feet and the squeeze test for ruptures of 
the achilles tendon have been drawn from his experiences at the Hospital for 
Special Surgery. Others such as his Quadriceps plasty operation and the 
Terminal Symes Amputation resulted from his experiences during World War II. 
Important as they are, these constitute only a few of the ideas that have 
sprung from his fertile brain and in his list of writings, there are many 
other valuable articles. 


It is not for his scientific contributions alone, however, that 
Tommy iS appreciated by the fortunate residents who have come to know him. 
Just aS important, if not more so, iS his ability to extract from others 
their opinions and ideas so that discussions under his direction are general 
and interesting with everyone present participating; also his enthusiasm - 
whether for athletic endeavor, whether for story-telling or jokes, whether 


for a recent medical observation; and also his ability to reduce compli- 
cated problems to simple and straightforward terms. These are some of 
the essences of his genius as a teacher. 


Dr. Thompson's life has carried him widely, and the exercise 
of his talents has not been confined to the Hospital for Special Surgery. 
From his training years, two of which were spent in England, he has carried 
along a wide circle of friends both here and abroad. During World War II, 
he rose from the rank of Major to that of Colonel in the U.S. Army Medical 
Corps and was in charge of the Orthopaedic Service of the Walter Reed 
Hospital for much of his army career. While serving as Dr. P.D. Wilson's 
executive assistant (1934-1955), he turned down more than one opportunity 
to direct the orthopaedic services of other medical schools. In 1954-55, 
he served as President of the American Academy of Orthopaedic Surgeons and 
has just completed a three year term as a Governor of the American College 
of Surgeons. He has given generously of his time to participate in the 
work of other committees of local and national import and his services as 
a consultant have been widely used. Some of the more important positions 
he holds in this connection are those of Senior Consultant in Orthopaedic 
Surgery to the Kingsbridge V.A. Hospital, of Surgeon-in-Chief of the 
Children's Specialized Hospital in Westfield, New Jersey, and consultant 
in Orthopaedic Surgery at the U.S. Army Hospital at West Point. 


Those that have worked for and with Tommy look forward to his 
continued participation in the life of the hospital of which he is such 
an integral part and wish him well.

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HSS SURGEONS REPORT ON EXPERIENCES IN SAIGON, VIET NAM 


At a recent clinical conference of the Hospital for Special 
Surgery, Dr. Lee Ramsay Straub and Dr. Philip D. Wilson, Jr. reported on 
their experiences in teaching in Saigon, Viet Nam, under the auspices of 
MEDICO and of CARE, two American organizations dedicated to improving 
conditions in the underdeveloped nations of the world. The program under 
which each of the surgeons spent a month abroad started in Jordan three 
years ago and was first organized as "Orthopedics Overseas." It is de- 
signed to fill the surgical needs in these countries and to train local 
doctors in orthopedic techniques. 


The Cho Ray municipal hospital in which the two surgeons worked 
is about 80 years old and is the regional receiving station for all patients 
needing surgical care, including both war casualties and victims of civilian 
accidents. Of the 1000 beds in the open wards about 100 are reserved for 
orthopedic surgical cases. Two Vietnamese doctors are regularly assigned 
to the orthopedic service. Drs. Wilson and Straub reported that there was 
up-to-date anesthesia, anesthesia equipment, and nursing care. However, 
facilities are chronically overcrowded. In a 12-bed children's ward, for 
example, there are sometimes 2 patients in a bed. Furthermore, there is 
a serious shortage of supplies. Frequently the relatives of patients are 
asked to buy plaster because the material on hand is old and Sslow-drying. 


Since the military hospitals of Viet Nam are overburdened, the 
civilian hospital in Saigon receives many civilian war casualties as well 
as injured members of the Civil Guards and of various defense units. One 
of the more common injuries is sustained as a result of the so-called 
"foot-trap," where spikes driven through a board are thinly covered with 
earth, and of another type of trap which is a knee-deep hole dug in the 
trail and lined with sharpened bamboo spikes. 


It is interesting to note that in the year that this program 
has been going on, there has been a large build up in patient load, and 
patients are now coming from all of the provinces of South Viet Nam despite 
the difficulties of travel in a war torn country. 


The two orthopedic surgeons reported that the people of Saigon 
are devoted to their families, willing to cooperate in medical care, and 
highly receptive both of official State Department programs and of those, 
such as MEDICO and CARE, which are privately supported.
